William Jasper Andrews, son of William and 
Jane Wellman Andrews, was boxn April 22, 1840, on 
his father's farm on Brouillet's Creek south of 
Saint Bernice, Indiana. A part of tnis farm later 
became the site of the West Clinton sno-s of the 
Milwaukee Råilroad, which are now aban: cd. The 
aged Andrews farmhouse still stands to tne west 
0٥ the railroad tracks. 


Jasper or Jap, as he was familiarly called, 
was third in a family of ten children, two of whom 
died in infancy. The father had migrated from Ohio 
to Helt Township, Vermillion County, Indiana, in 
1822. The mother was a native of Kenfucky. 


There was a3 yet no school in the home neighbor- 
hood; so Jasper with a brother and sister attended 
Independence School southeast of Bono. This was 
five or six miles from home, and it is believed that 
he lodged and boarded nearby during the school week 
at the home of his grandfather, James Andrews, on 
Norton Creek. The weekend trips were made on foot. 


Much of the land was yet in virgin timber, and 
Jasper became accomplis::ed as a railsplitter. His 
father was a tanner of leather and made shoes for 
the entire family. 


During the Civil War Jasper served in Company D, 
85th Regiment, Indiana Volunteer Infantry. He was for 
thirteen months a cannonier in the siege battery at 
Pranklin, Tennessee, and later was a participant in 
the Battle of Resaca (Georgia) and Sherman's March to 
the Sea. Sixteen letters which he wrote in the Union 
Army have been preserved to this day. Honorably dis- 
charged as & corporal after the war's end, he returned 
home, and finding that his neighborhood now had school

facilities at Pleasant Hill, he re-entered grammar 
School at the age of twenty-five. 


On March 17, 1870, he was married to Amanda 
Minerva Davis. She was born near Waveland, Xndiana, 
December 10, 1846, and came to Helt's Prairie with 
her parents, Robert and Melvina Davis, in 1855. 


Jasper and Amanda moved to an eighty-acre tract 
at the orth edge of Jonestown after residing 
brief): in Jonestown awaiting completion of their 
new house. Their new farm, situated two and one-half 
miles rortheast of his birthplace, had been purchased 
by Jasper's father in 1853 and was still largely in 
timber. 


In the years that followed their home was 
blessed with six children, all of whom lived to 
maturity. They were Elsie, Melvina, Ambrose, Carrie, 
Rena, and Clyde. Their mother devoted herself 
almost exclusively to home and family but was known 
in the community for her helping hand in time of need. 


They were faithful members of Saint Bernice 
United Brethern Church of which Jasper's parents 
had been charter members. Jasper was also active 
in the Odd Fellows Lodge and the Grand Army of the 
Republic. He served one term as justice of the 
peace for Helt Township, elected as a Republican. 


By the mid-nineties Jasper's health would not 
permit him to manage the farm alone. When Ambrose, 
the older son, reached maturity he became postmaster 
a ! Storekeeper at Saint Bernice. This left Clyde 
+: bear the major part of the farm work at the age 
si twelve. 


Jasper Andrews died at hís home on January 24, 
1909, and was buried in Sugar Grove Cemetery situated 
in Illinois one mile west of Saint Bernice, Indiana. 
He was survived by his wife Amanda and f've of his 
Six children. His daughter, Mrs. Melvina Davis, had 
preceded him in death by two months. 


That summer Ira D. Andrews, Jasper's cousin, 
offered Clyde employment in a building and loan 
association and insurance and real estate agency 
in Terre Haute. In the autumn of 1909 Clyde and 
Rena and their mother moved to Terre Haute and 
purchased a home at 2205 North lith Street. It 
was here that Amanda resided until her death on 
september 25, 1918. She is buried beside her hus- 
bånd at Sugar Grove.

INDIANA’S FIRST CAPITOL IS PRESERVED 
IN CORYDON BY THE STATE OF INDIANA 


(222 N3. 1 map on reverse side.) 


Co-y2o1, Indiana, is located 25 miles west of Louisville, Ky., and 100 
miles east of Evansville, Ind., o1 U. S. Highway 460 and Indiana State 
Highway 62. It is alco 135 miles south of Indianapolis on Indiana State 
Highway 135. 


Cory”o is the county seat of Harrison County, which county is the 
middle of thirteea counties in southern Indiana stretching along the beauti- 
ful Ohio River. Harrison is an attractive county covered with hills which 
are crt hv deen valleys of the Chio and Blue Rivers and of Indian and 
Buck Creeks. 


Harrison County has hed a co'orful history since 1800 when the Ind- 
عمجا‎ were pet bork by the wh'te settlers. The county was organized in 
1808 bein the fourth county formed in the Indiana Territory. At this time 
William Henry Harrison, wao later became ninth President of the United 
States, was the Governor of the ۱۱۵/۵88 Territory. Often he would make 
trips from Vincennes, the Territorial Cap'tal, to Jeffersonville where gov- 
ernment offices were located. On these trip: he would pass through this 
regon which caused h'm to fall in love wth the beauty of this county. As 
early as 1804, Covarnor Harrison entered large tracts of land along Blue

River and Indian Creeks. On this later purchase the Town of Corydon was 
laid out and on the former purchase, Governor Harrison built a mill and a 
residence. The county was named Harrison to honor this eminent citizen. 
Governor Harrison named the Town of Corydon for a song which he loved. 


Through Governor Harrison's influence, the Territorial Capital was 
moved to Corydon on May 1, 1813. The Constitution Convention met in 
Corydon, June, 1816, to draw up the first constitution for the new state, and 
when Indiana became a state on December 11, 1816, Corydon became the 
first State Capital. The Capital remained in Corydon until 1825 when it 
was moved to Indianapolis. 


Today, Corydon is a community of about 3,200 with its own water and 
sewage disposal systems, and a good fire department. It has ten churches, 
several factories, two ready-mix concrete plants, two banks, two weekly 
newspapers, a convalescent home, a hospital, two hotels, a motel, trailer 
park, numerous tourist homes and restaurants. ۱ has a new efficient tele- 
phone system — the first system to be built in the U. S. from funds borrowed 
from the R. E. A 


Corydon is a progressive town with an active Chamber of Commerce, 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, Rotary Club, BPW and other civic and service 
groups. It is the center of a county noted for fine cattle, world famous 
chicken hatcheries, large poultry farms, and a modern poultry processing 
plant. It is spoken of as "The Chicken. Capital of the World." Interest is 
also shown in the raising of chinchillas. Harrison County, of which Corydon 
is the county seat, is one of the top three counties of the state in the pro- 
duction of lumber. 


The farmers about Corydon are progressive. They have a strong Farm 
Bureau, Grange, Farmers Union, Artificial Breeders Association, efficient 
R. E. M. C., and other active farm organizations. Corydon is one of the best 
trade centers of its size in the state; prices are right, competition is fair, and 
merchants, clerks and customers alike are the kind of people with which one 
likes to do business. 


Nearby Points of Interest— 


CORYDON COUNTRY CLUB - organized 1946, one and one-half miles east of 
Corydon on U. S. Highway 460. Here is located a fine nine-hole golf course, 
attractive club house, and new swimming pool. 

SKY AIRE — two miles northwest of Corydon on Highway 337 is located Cory- 
don's Drive-In Theatre. 


BATTLE OF CORYDON — one mile south of Corydon on State Highway 135. 
Here the Corydon Home Guards met the main force of General John Hunt 
Morgan's Confederate Raiders on July 9, 1863. Morgan was able to drive 
the home guards back, planted cannon on the south hill and shelled the 
town. Eight rebels were killed and 33 wounded. The Home Guards lost 
two and eight were wounded. The Battle of Gettysburg and the Battle of 
Corydon were the only battles fought on northern soil during the Civil War. 


U. S. HIGHWAY 460 — traversing Harrison County from east to west is 8 
of the most scenic in all Indiana. Especially is it beautiful in the autum1 
when the many varieties ci hardwood trees display a riot of colors. People 
come from miles to visit Harrison County during the month of October. 
LEAVENWORTH OVERLOOK — fifteen miles west of Corydon on U. S. Highway 
460 is the famous Leavenworth Overlook. At a point high above the 0 
River, one has a commanding view of the Oxbow Bends in the river below. 
U. S. Navigation Dam No. 44 can be seen in the distance. 

WYANDOTTE CAVES — ten miles west of Corydon and one mile off U. S. High- 
way 460 are the famous Wyandotte Caves. Little Wyandotte is electrically 
lighted and the trip through it requires 45 minutes or less. Big ۰ 
dotte is one of the largest in the U. S. A. and is a rare combinat:o1 of size, 
beauty, and variety with every type of cave formation — trips require one 
and a half hours or more. A good hotel which serves excellent meals is 
located here. There are also cabin and picnic facilities. 

HARRISON STATE FOREST — over 20,000 acres of mountainous led 5 
Blue River and the Ohio River is owned by the State of Indiana. Excellent 
shelter houses, floating boat dock and ramp, youth camp, and camping 
sites are maintained for recreational purposes. Available for huntinz dur- 
ing the open season. | 
MORVIN FERRY — fifteen miles south of Corydon a private ferry i: 0 
carrying automobiles to the Kentucky side at Brandenburg. The ‘erry ۰ 
erates from sun-up to sun-down, weather permitting. At this pont Gen. 
John Hunt Morgan and his rebel raiders crossed over into Indiana July 8 
and 9, 1863. After they had crossed on the steamer, Alice Dean, they ret 
fire to the boat and it sank in the river near this point. This is a proposed 
site for a bridge spanning the Ohio. 


۱ Indiana became a state this structure was the 

C Ü R ۷ 1 0 N G U I D E first Indiana State Capitol. The downstairs 
| was one large room which was occupied by 

the House of Representatives; the Senate 
Chamber and Supreme Court met upstairs. 
In 1917 the State of Indiana bought this 
building from Harrison County. In 1929 it 
was restored to the original appearance of 
1816. Today it is a State Memorial to honor

2. CONSTITUTION ELM — beneath the shade of 
this elm the first constitution for the State 
of Indiana was drawn up in June, 1816. There 
was a large spring nearby that supplied an 
abundance of clear, cool water and furnished 
a fine place in which to cool the delegates’ 
jugs of brandy. The tree was one of the 
largest of its kind, measuring 132 feet from 
tip to tip of its branches, and was five feet 
in diameter and about 50 feet high. The

1. INDIANA'S FIRST STATE CAPITOL — was built in 1811-1812 for the Harrison 
County Court House at a cost of $1,500 under the direction of Dennis Pen: 
nington. When the Territorial Capital was moved from Vincennes to Cory- 
don in 1813, this building became the seat of government. In 1816 when

10. GRADED SCHOOL — The first school was a log one near the junction of 
Big and Little Indian Creeks. In 1827 the Harrison County Seminary was 
started which later grew into the present school system. The Grade Build- 
ing was erected in 1914. 


11. JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL — site of the Ohio Valley Normal College. The 
present building was erected in 1928 and its addition in 1950 was used as 
a high school until 1954 when the Senior High building was erected. 


12. FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH — organized 1951. Another Baptist Church is 
located at the corner of Capitol and High Streets. 


13. CATHOLIC CHURCH AND SCHOOL — erection of St. Joseph Catholic Church 
was begun October, 1896. The present brick church and school was erect- 
ed in 1953. A new K. of C. hall was erected north of Corydon in 1957. 


14. CHRISTIAN CHURCH — organized in 1832, present church erected 7 


15. E. U. B. CHURCH — organized in 1814, went out of existence about 1853, 
reorganized 1906. 


16. METHODIST CHURCH — land deeded in 1826 for the first church by Isaiah 
Boone, nephew of the famous Daniel Boone, the Indian fighter. 


17. A. M. E. CHURCH — a Negro church has been in existence since pioneer 
days. 
18. NAZARENE CHURCH — established 1929; first church erected 1939. 


19. PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH — organized 1819 by Rev. John F. Crowe while 
Jonathan Jennings was Governor. Jennings was a prominent Presbyterian in 
Indiana and Kentucky. The old church was used as a hospital for the Con- 
federate soldiers after the Battle of Corydon, 1863. Rev. John F. Crowe, who 
founded this church, later started Hanover College. 


20. MASONIC TEMPLE — organized 1817 as Pisgah Lodge No. 5; now No. 32. 


22. HARRISON COUNTY COURTHOUSE — the modern fireproof three story, 
brick and stone building was completed January, 1929, at a cost of $150,000. 
This building houses all the county offices. The court room is on the third 
floor. There is a complete set of records going back to 1808; this is a 
haven for research workers who like to delve into old records. This is one 
of the most modern courthouses in Indiana. 


23. HARRISON COUNTY JAIL — the first sheriff of Harrison County was Capt. 
Spier Spencer elected in 1809. Capt. Spencer later commanded the Har- 
rison County “Yellow Jackets” in the Battle of Tippecanoe where he lost his 
life. Harrison County at one time had a whipping post where criminals 
were whipped for their crimes. It was from the present jail that Devin and 
Tennyson were taken in 1889 by a band of White Caps and hanged on the 
west bridge. 


24. CORYDON PUBLIC LIBRARY — started 1909, present building erected 1914. 
Library now consists of about 10,000 books and is open six days a week. | 


25. TOWN HALL — meeting place for the town trustees, office of town clerk 
end town marshal. 


26. HARRISON POST NO. 123 AMERICAN LEGION — organized 1920 and lo- 
cated on South Capitol Ave. It has a large dining room for serving ban- 
quets, and its clubroom is open nightly except Sundays. 


27. VETERANS OF FOREIGN WARS HOME — erected in 1947 just west of 
Corydon on U. S. Highway 460. . This home is equipped with facilities for 
recreation and banquets. It is open nightly except Sundays. ۱ 


28. LOUISVILLE, NEW ALBANY AND CORYDON RAILROAD — official opening 
1883. This road connects Corydon with the Southern Railroad eight miles 
to the north. This is the shortest railroad operating under Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Indiana. ۱ ۱ 

29. KINTNER HOUSE — in the original Kintner House at the, northwest corner 
of Capitol Avenue and Beaver Streets, General John Hunt. Morgan, 
a Rebel Raider, made his headquarters when he captured Corydon, July 9, 
1863. This building burned shortly after the Civil War and a new hotel 
was erected one block south. The hotel was operated by the Kintner family 
and was the leading hotel of the town for many years. It had spacious rooms 
and was furnished lavishly. Today it is operated as an office building. 

30. FAIRGROUNDS — the first Harrison County Fair was held here in Sep- 
tember, 1860, and there has been an annual fair every year since that date. 
At is one of the old time county fairs still in existence with harness races, 
a large showing of livestock, poultry, and farm products. The 4-H clubs 
of the county also have splendid exhibits. Centennial Fair in 1959. `- 
31. HARRISON- COUNTY HOSPITAL — dedicated January 24, 1950, a fifty-two 
bed hospital with adequate obstetrical and surgical departments. Located on 
a high hill in the Ashton Heights Subdivision: with :a..commanding. view of

the town. Complete public health service facilities with medical and dental 
clinics and offices for the county health officer and county health nurses 
are housed here. 


32. GLASS HANDICRAFTERS — manufacturers of unique hand-made glass 
novelties, paper weights, ash trays, perfume bottles and vases. Visitors 
welcome. 

33. WHITELEY POULTRY PROCESSING CO. — processors of poultry: Va of 
the poultry is locally grown. Employs over 100 persons. 


34. SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL — established in 1876 by Prof. Joseph Potts Funk, 
Located in the Ashton Heights Subdivision, the present building was com- 
pleted in 1954. The grounds contain 25 acres and take care of students 
from four townships. 

35. KELLER MANUFACTURING COMPANY — manufacturers of chairs, tables, 
buffets, china cabinets, and dinette suites. A Keller factory was first 
organized here in 1900. The factory employs over 250 workers. 

36. RICE FIELD — an excellent playground consisting of a ball park, track, 
tennis courts, basketball courts, and shelter house is maintained in con- 
nection with the Corydon Schools, which direct a summer recreational pro- 
gram. 

37 KINGDOM HALL — Jehovah Witness, erected 1953.
